Let them consider the situation today! 

A census of houses in sixty cities discloses this as to four thou- 


Five hundred were formerly garment makers. 

Eight hundred had been rope-makers, milliners, laundresses, 
workers in textile mills or shoe factories. 
One hundred and sixteen came from department stores. 

But the majority had never had work, yet needed to obtain the 


The Chicago Vice Committee gives thirty cases as typical. 

Of these, twenty-five had been working girls. 

Their average wage was five dollars a week. 

The investigator for the Men and Religion Forward Movement 
in Atlanta, a trained social worker, reported with reference to two 
hundred and sixty-five of the ipmates of the houses in Atlanta. : 

One hundred and four of these had never had work outside of 


But before entering them, ninety-five had been earning by 
labor an average of five dollars and a quarter a week. 

Many girls are trying to live upon similar wages in Atlanta. 

They are not in homes with parents. 

They are in boarding houses. 

Four dollars for room and board and sixty cents a week for 
car fare taken from five dollars and a quarter leaves sixty-five cents. 

If she returns to the boarding-house for lunch, sixty cents more 


Should she spend ten cents a day for lunch downtown, sixty 
cents must be deducted. 

In either event, Sunday finds her with five cents left for 
clothes, which she must have to retain her position, amusements, 
which she needs to keep health and sanity, and for saving against a 
day when she may not work, which will inevitably come.

CONGRESS EAGER 
FOR ADJOURNMENT 


It Is Likely the Session Will 
Come to a Close by 
Saturday. 


By John Corrigan, Jr. 

Washington, August 20.—(Special.) 
Adjournment of congress by Saturday 
of this week became almost a promise 
today. Adjournment talk was in the 
air. The senate will probably pass a 
resolution of adjournment tomorrow 
and the house is expecteg to concur. 

The senate could wind up its work in 
one more day if necessary, but the sit- 
uation in the house is more compli- 
cated. 

Mr. Mann, the minority leader, today 
submitted an ultimatum to Mr. Under- 
wood to the effect that if he would 
only press appropriation bills and oth- 
er measures which must be acted upon 
and not insist upon votes on general 
legislation, the republicans would not 
impede business, otherwise they would 
insist that a quorum must be main- 
tained. 

Since members are leaving on every 
train with the expectation that ad- 
journment is only a matter of a few 
days’ delay, it will be almost impos- 
sible to-kKeep a quorum. 

Members are worn out after the 
Strain of a nine months’ legislative 
session, and are eager to get home to 
look after their political fences. 

Representatives Bell, of the ninth, 
and Bartlett, of the sixth, have been 
In Georgia for several weeks looking 
after their campaign for re-election. 

Representatives Willilam Schley 
Howard and S. J. Tribble left this 
evening to go home and vote. 

Mr. Howard appeared before In- 
spector Crossman, of the district po- 
lice, on Monday, and succeeded in hav- 
ing discharged from the force the ne- 
gro policeman who recently arrested 
young Kelly, of Macon, Ga., the chauf- 
feur of P. C. Wadsworth, of Atlanta. 
In addition to having the negro lose 
his job because of his unwarranted 
treatment of Kelly after the latter had 
expressed disapproval of negro police- 
men in general, three other negroes 
who had testified for the policeman 
were held on a uerjury charge. Senator 
Smith, who has taken great interest in 
the case, had intended to be present, 
but was prevented by important busi- 
ness in the senate. 

President Taft has signed the How- 
ard federal parole bill, extending the 
‘terms of the parole law to federal pris- 
oners under lifetime sentences. . The 
bill was introduced in the house by 
Representative Howard after confer- 
ence with Warden Moyer, of the At- 
lanta penitentiary.
